In a Delirio us Fit He Threw Himself 
fro m His Bedro o m Windo w in 
St. Lo uis. 


M. Goettler, a hatter at 
126 0 
Sou th Broadway , tells a strang e 
story concerning the alleg ed ap­ 
pearance of the astral body of the 
late Joseph B. McCiillau g h, say s 
the St. Lou is Repu blic. According 
to ]\ir. Goettler the shades of the 
departed recently v isited the tem­ 
ple of spirits in llow a rd’s hall and 
made itself manifest to the faithfu l. 
The dead editor’s spirit brou g ht 
g reat joy to the hearts of the be­ 
liev ers who were wont to pu rsu e 
the g host stories which hau nted the 
colu mns of his paper. 
Ilis astral 
presence was considered the most 
disting u ished v isitor since Shake­ 
speare, and the g ood sou ls who con­ 
g reg ated at H ow ard’s hall, ex pect­ 
ing “ the tou ch oi a v anqu ished 
band and the sou nd of a v oice that 
is still,” 
hav e not y et ceased to 
speak rev erently of the v isitation. 
As the story g oes, a well known 
mediu m was g iv ing a test seance 
in pu blic at H ow ard’s hall. 
Su d­ 
denly the su mmoner^of spirits sank 
into a chair, his limbs g rew rig id, 
a g hastly paleness ov erspread his 
featu res, a deep trance had settled 
u pon his being , as thou g h he were 
weig hted down by a su perior, al­ 
most su preme intellig ence. 
W hen 
the mediu m opened his lips they 
trembled, and his words came in 
jerks and starts. 
Su ddenly he g ot 
u p from the chair and filled all the 
abjoining seats on the platform with 
hy mn books. 
Resu ming his chair, 
he requ ested those who had been 
u nseated to sit down. 
Taking a newspaper in his hand 
and looking ou t on the au dience, 
the mediu m, according to Mr. Goet- 
tler's recollection, thu s spoke : 
“ I am Joseph B. McCu llag h and 
hav e come back 
to ex plain the 
my stery su rrou nding 
my death. 
The su pposition that T committed 
su icide is not tru e, nor is the theory 
that I accidentally fell from the 
window’ correct. 
I had been sick 
and on the nig ht of my death wars 
deliriou s. 
In a fit of mad frenzv , 
cau sed by my long sickness, I threw 
my self from the wdndowy not know^- 
ing w’hat I was abou t. 
It was 
neither accident nor su icide, for 
the actions of a deliriou s man irre­ 
sponsible for his actions cannot be 
accou nted an act of premeditation 
or deliberation. 
I hay e thou g ht 
this ex planation necessary to soothe 
the feeling s of a few^ of my friends 
w’ho w'ere pained at the u nfriendly 
constru ction wdiich w’as placed u pon 
the m atter of my death. 
“ I hav e made my self manifest 
here becau se I w as alw'ay s a spirit­ 
u alist and leaned to that doctrine.” 
As the last w’ords left his lips 
the mediu m jerked the paper be­ 
fore his face and no fu rther word 
came from the spirit of the depart­ 
ed editor.

story , is treasu rer of the St. Lou is 
Spiritu al society and one of the 
most prominent German citizens in 
Sou th St. Lou is. 
He is u niv er­ 
sally respected and is a bu siness 
man of hig h standing on Sou th 
Broadw’av .

Uses Made o f Dead Horses. 


T h e body of a dead horse is put to 
a great variety of uses. 
The le ^y- 
boiies, wliieh are very hard and white, 
are used for handles of jiocket and 
table cutlery. 
From the tail and 
mano are made the horsoliair cloth 
for furniture covers, while the ribs 
and head are burned to make bone- 
black the vapors arising being con­ 
densed and form ing the chief source 
of ammonia. 
T h e short hair taken 
irom the hide is used to stuff cushions 
and horse-collars, and the hide itself 
furnishes a waterproof leatherjcnowm 
to the trade as cordovan, and is used 
for tho manufacture of high-class 
hunting and wading boots.

.-oofs of the animal are removed, and 
alter being boiled to extract the oil 
horny substance is 
s^ld to tho manufacturers of combs 
and fa n c y ^ o th p ic k s .
